The only alternative to suspen- 
sion of 1 s is for the milk pro- 
ducers to send their milk to pas- 
teurization plants or pasteurize -it 
themselves. Dr. G. M. Little, city 
medical h officer, reported 
that pasteur ion of the milk— 
raising to about 145 degrees 
| Fahrenheit and keeping it there 
for 30 minutes—kills undulant 
fever germs 


It has been determined that 
undulant fever can be contracted 
by persons through the consump- 
tion ef infected milk, or by com- 
ing in contact with diseased ani- 
mals, The disease in cattle which 
causes undulant fever is known 
as Beng's disease, or “bovine in- 
fectious abortion.”
